It is the purpose, at the same time, to 
work no hardship on the child afflicted with 
the disease in its noncommunicable forms. 

Plans to Fight Tuberculosis. 

As a result of the conference these inno- 
vations are likely to be introduced into the 
school system: 

The establishment in ‘every school building 
of a dispensary room for the examination of 
“* suspects” and the treatment of cases. 

Separation af the tubercviar pupils into two 
contagious and noncontagious. 

The organization of a corps of visiting nurses 
to. visit the homes of ‘‘ suspects,”’ dress open 
wounds, and report conditions to the board. It 
was pointed out that such # corps of nurses 
would render valuable sergice in reducing 
truancy by investigating all cases of illness

‘Addams, chairman of the school management 


committee, for the purpose of thoroughly dis- 
cussing the question of protecting the normal 
school children from infection. Last Janu- 
ary the board adopted a rule requiring school 
principals and teachers to report alb sus- 
picious cases to the superintendent of schools, 
who, in turn, wae to order the cases investi- 
gated by the school medical inspectors. 
After a few months it was found that the 
rule worked wel) in some schools and not 60 
well in others. Some principals were panicky, 
Miss Addame explained, and reported num- 
bers of cases, and some principals were in- 
different and reported none. Mise Addams 
added that the meeting had been called to dis- 
cuss the whole question, witha view toarriv- 
ing at the safest possible solution of the prob- 


lem. > 
Plans to Check Contagion. 


As @ basis upon which to build up the sys- 
tem the conference decided to recommend 


‘to the school management committee a 


change in the present rule, so that only those 
children afflicted with “ open ” or pulmonary 
tuberculosis, are to be excluded from the 
schools, while those suffering from “‘ closed " 
tuberculosis are to be allowed to remain in 
school so long as there continues ta be no 
danger of contagion. 

With this discrimination asa starting point 
the board will work out the Whole plan of 
protecting the healthy school children with- 
out the danger of excluding victime of the 
disease whose condition does not render them 
@ menace to the health of their schoolmates. 

As the board of education’s medical in- 
spectors have been transferred to the city 
health department, Miss Addams declared 
herself ‘in favor of calling upon the depart- 
ment of health to establish the corps of visit- 
ing nurses and the adequate syetem of school 
Other meetings are to be held 
and the whole scheme will be worked out 
la ter. 

Institute Members Interested. 


The tuberculosis institute was represented 
at the meeting by Drs. Henry B. Favill, Theo- 
dore B. Saxe, Edwin W. Ryerson, Josephine 
Young, and W. A. Evants, and Mise Julia 
Lathrop of the state board of charities. Dr. 
Charlies L. Mix was also present by invita- 
tion of the board. 

At the outset Dr. Favill challenged the 
statement made by Dr. John Guerin, board 
member, that the question was something 
for the health department to deal with rather 
than the board of education. Dr. Favill said 
two conditions might arise which would make 
the question one of vital interest to the board. 
If the health department at any time should 
become inefficient, he urged, the board would 
find itself confronted by the necessity of tak- 
ing @ hand in the work of protecting the 
health of its school children. 

On the other hand he sald, should the 
health department become uncommonly rigid 
the board would find iteelf interested from 
the fact that it would be called upan to pro- 
vide educational facilities for the large num- 
ber of victims of the disease excluded from 
the schools by overszeajous health officials. 


Wise Action Is Urged. 

“It ig of the greatest importance to the 
school board and to the good of the com- 
munity that we do not go off at a tangent,” 
said Dr, Favill, “and become panicstricken 
over this question of tuberculosis. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis is rare among the younger chil- 
dren. After the age of 12 years it becomes 
more common and the disease increases 
further among the older childrem 

“It is possible for a child to have pul- 
monary tuberculosis and not be a source 
of danger; it is possibile for a child to have

Once He Scoffed; Now He Labors. 

The fountain head of American humor made 
his plea tonight at the annual Associated 
Press banquet. 

“In 1888,” he said, “‘ when the simplified 
spelling movement first tried to make a noise 
I was indifferent to it; more—I even trrel- 
evantly scoffed at it. What I needed was an 
object lesson, and I got it.” 

Then he related an anecdote of having once 
been required to write ten pages of copy for.a 
magazine where words of not less than from 
ten to twenty letters were employed at 7 
cents a word, thereby suffering great pe- 
cunlary loss. From that day he said his 
heart was in the crusade for a simpler lan- 
guage. 

It would not take long for every one to be- 
come accustomed to the change, he thought, 
not more than three months if the papers 
of the country used no other, and he did not 
believe any one would. weep over the loss of 
words they never, anyway, could or» with- 
out a struggle. 


No One’ Would Miss or Regret ’Em. 

“We do not regret our old yellow fangs 
and snage and tushes,” he said, “after we 
have worn nice, fresh, uniform store teeth 
awhile. 

“Do I geom,” he continued, “to be seeking 
the good of the world? That is the idea. ’ It 
is my pubiie attitude; privately, Iam merely 
seeking my own profit, We all do it, but it is 
sound and it is virtuous, [ano public interest 
is anything other or nobler than a massed 
accumulation of private interests. 

“I bave reached axtime of life, seventy 
yeargand a half, where none of the concerns 
of this world have much interest for me per- 
sonally. I think I can speak dispassionately 
upon this matter, because in the little while 
that I have got to remain here I can get along 
very well with these ol fashioned forms, 
and I don’t propose to make anytrouble about 
it at all. I shall soon be where they won’t 
care how I I spell as long as I keep the Sab- 
bath. 

Lighten Burdén of 82,000,000 People. 

“There are 82,000,000 of people that use 
this orthography and it ought to be simpli- 
fied in our behalf, but it is kept in its present 
condition to satisfy 1,000,000 of people who 
like to have their Mterature in the old form.

Fast Train from London to Edinburgh

LONDON, Sept.-20, 8:15 a. m—Crowded with 
passengers, the Scotch express, which left 
London last night, plunged through « bridge 
outside Grantham and over 4 steep emmbank- 
ment. 

The cars instantly caught fire and it is im- 
possible to karn how many passengers 
pinned im the wreckage have been burned to 
death. 

At 8 o'clock this morning rat!lroad officials 
announced that ten persons were known to 
have been killed, sixteen injured, and several 
are unaccounted for. At that hour the fire 
was under control. The bodies of the engineer 
and firemen are pinioned under the engine. 

Half an hour after the wreck ten persons, 
all terribly injured, were extricated, Fiveot

Palma Threatens to Resign.

‘ President Palme said in reply that the pro- 
gram of the revolutioniste included the ab- 
polute annulment of the last elections, and 
that if by compromises it should be agreed 
to hold partially new electicns he (Palma) 
would no longer continue an executive, be- 
‘cause his prestige would suffer, and to do so 
would be a drawback to a constitutional 
form of government.

Revolt Reaches Santiago. 


In the meantime, news from the interior {n- 
dicates that the rebels are paying little at- 
tention to the armistice. A dispatch from 
Santiago says: 

“The first overt act by revobutionists in 
eastern Cuba was committed yesterday aiter- 
noon. 

“A party of 50 mounted men; under Capt. 
Vicente Costa and Lieut. Francisco Salmon 
entered the town of Firmeza, twenty miles 
east of here, where the Juragua iron mines 
are located. They presented to Superin- 
tendent of Mines Whittaker a document 
bearing the alleged signature of Gen. Hiere- 
zuelo, demanding the delivery of two cases 
of dynamite and two blasting batteries. The 
superintendent refused to deliver the goods. 
The insurgents thereupon forcibly seized the 
explosives and the batteries, one mule, and 
other supplies, giving their receipt therefor. 
They promised not to molest further if the’ 
company's railroad was not used to transport 
government troops. 

" A fine, new building, owned by Frederick 
Pfeiffer, an American stockman, in the Palma 
Soriano district, was burned yesterday, it is 
believed by outlaws. 

“ There is evidence here of several bands of 
revolutionists in different parts of the prov- 
ince, ready to begin operations when so or- 
dered. The nearest band is but fifteen, miles 
out from here. It is supposed to number 150 
well equipped men. It is commanded by 
Juan Lopez.” 


La Lucha has received another dispatch 
saying that the water supply was cut off early 
this morning at Jicotea. The poor people 
are suffering greatly at this action, which is 
considered anarchical.

over the Isle of Pines. It is recognized that 
the senate would be more opposed than ever 
to the surrender of this little island to Cuba 
because it would mean that more than 1/200 
American citizens and their property would 
be at the. mercy of revolutionary operations 
just as American interests in Cuba now 
are. 
Plans for Intervention. 

The arrival of the Taft mission at Havana 
means that the United States has embarked 
upon a policy of peaceful intervention. Sec- 
retary Taft and Assistant Secretary of State 
Bacon will make every effort to induce the 
opposing factions to come to an agreement. 


Behind them is the strong arm ‘of the United: 


States. 

The war department, following the ex- 
ample of the' navy department, is preparing 
for military intervention. The navy will be 
represented at Hava by a fleet which can 
land tomorrow 4,000 men in Havana. The 
orders given to Capt. Couden, the senior 
naval officer in command, are In line with the 
declarations contained in the president’s let- 
ter to Minister Queeada. Blue jackets: and 
marines will be landed only to prevent the 
sacking of the capital by the insurgénts. If 
a landing party be made it will constitute the 
advance guard for military intervention. 

Brig. Gen. F. Funston, who hasbeen select- 
ed to direct. the preliminary operations in 
case they should become hecessary, will ar- 
rive in Washington tomorrow. He-will confer 
with Gen. Bell, chief of staff, asto the troops 
which will be required to restore order and 
be useful in preparing plans under which 
operations can be carried on. 


Generals for Cuban Service. 

Gen. Funston ts likely to be commander in 
chief of the forces sent to the island, and his 
chief Neutenants will be Brig. Gen. Thomas 
H. Barry, assistant chief of staff, and Brig. 
Gen. W. P. Duvall, who cor.uands the de- 
partment of the gulf, both of whom are in 
Germany, attending the army maneuvers in 
that country. The war department today 
cabled them to return home without delay 
for possible service in Cuba. 

War department officials assert that the 
army is in readiness to begin operations 
within the time necessary to get the men 
to Cuba. The fact is no longer concealed 
that the war department ie making prepara- 
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enter the island, orders have been issued for 
its publication. 

The single difficulty in the way arises from 
the lack of transports, the only government 
steamer available being the Sumner, which 
is now repairing at New York. It can carry 
1,000 men. Two transports, the Ingalls and 
Meade, sailed from Manila for New York on 
Sept. 8, and will be available for the trans- 
portation of troops to Cuba as soon as they 
arrive. The-Kilpatrick will. sail from Manila 
about the first of next month, and the Mc- 
Clellan soon thereafter, All four of these 
ships are likely to be kept close at home until 
all danger of necessity for intervention in 
Cuba is over. | 


Majority Favors Annexation. 

There ig not the slightest doubt that if the 
Cubans could vote upon the question there 
would be an overwhelming majority in favor 
of annexation. A large majority of the 
working class, which has a hazy notion of 
what the United States is, but believes it: 
stands for higher Pan pt are not patriotically 
supporting Cuban independence. They would 
v@fe for American sovereignty. 

One-third of the population of the island 
is composed of negroes and mulattoes,: most 
of whom it is believed would cast their 
ballots for annexation. The middie class 
made up of tradesmen and small merchants. 
is.divided. Cuban and Spanish capitalists 
and plantation owners want American ocou- 
pation and government because of the pro- 
tection they would thereby gain for their 
personal and property rights. ; 

The politicians and office holders and those 
who are candidates for office form the class 
opposed to American annexation and will 
fight it with all the bitterness of their Latin 
American natures. 

President Roosevelt believes annexation 
wilf come eventually as in the case of Hawaii, 
for example, but it should not be forgotten 
that Hawaii did not and could not exercise 
the influence upon the American people 
which Cuba does, and this in iteelf ts sum- 
cient reason why there should be no hesita- 
tion in occupying and governing the island 
without delay.

The czar’s absence is attributed to the dis- 
covery of a plot to assassinate him and his 
ministers at tae funeral, Half a dozen em- 
ployés of the imperial household were in- 
volved: in. the plot@to, kill the czar, including 
two former servants of the ex-czarina and an 
officer of the late Gen. Trepoff’s staff. 

Gen. Trepoff’s precautions at the palace 
badfied repeated attempts of the terroriste 
until six weeks ago, when they gained over 
@ servant. Rapid progress was made when 
precautions were relaxed after the czar’s de- 
parture on a cruise. Bombs were conveyed 
to the palace ready for use after his majesty 
returned by an officer, who since committed 
suicide. 

The suicide was an unpopular member of 
the househol4, and, fearing dismissal after 
Gen. Trepoff’s death, he accepted a large 
bribe from the terrorists. The latter ordered 
their agents to carry out the execution of the 
czar and ministers at Gen. Trepoff’s funeral. 
Those who have been arrested doubtless will 
be summarily executed after a secret trial by: 
court martial.

ACCUSEDOF MINE SWINDLE

With the arrest. of Frederick H. Colvin, 
president ofthe Boston-Colorado Copper 
company, the police hope to unearth one of 
the biggest swindles brought to their atten- 
tion in some time. Colvin was arrested last 
night at his residence; 242 La Salle avenue, 
by Detectives Bock and Kehoe of the Central 
station. : 

Since last March, the police assert, Colvin 
has operated in Chicago, securing thousands 
of dollars atid selling shares from Evanston 
to Maywood and South Chicago. He was 
arrested on a fugitive warrant charging 
arson. 

According to the police, Colvin bought an 
abandoned copper mine in Colprado for $200 
less than a year ago, and shortly afterwards 
the Boston-Colorado Copper company was 
incorporated. The mine was advertised 
widely through ‘‘ The Evening Star Group 
of Copper Mines,”’. and Colvin, coming to 
Chicago, offered shares at 60 cents. 


Puts Stock on the Market. 

It is charged that he retained 900,000 shares 
of stock and placed 100,000 shares on the 
market. He is said to have represented that 
he had spent $65,000 in developing the mine 
and that $50,000 more was necessary to-carry 
the plan to a successful issue. Among those

“About two weeks before my 
mother was shot he came home drunk and 
beat her head against the window sill. She 
got out @ warrant for his arrest and he came 
back amd@ asked her to forgive him and she 
did so. But he wasn’t good long. He soon 
began to beat her again and she got out 
another warrant. 

“He came into the kitchen where mother 
was washing and egain asked her to forgive 
him. She said she had forgiven him once 
and that he had become worse instead of 
better and she wouldn't pardon him again. 
Mother was placing some clothes on the 
beek of a chair when he shot her.

A miovement in the direction of higher 
wages, greater in scope than any demand 
previousiy made by the operating employés 
of ‘the railroads, will be initiated in Chicago 
next do by the Brotherhood of Lanemotive 


Saemniaied aim to embrace every west- 
erm.road in the projected movement and to 
present demands jointly and simultaneously. 
Heretofore, the engineers, on eagh system 
havé been content to act separately. 

. A plan also is in contemplation, andis said 
to. have recerved the quasi-indorsement of at 
least two of the great railway brotherhoods, 
to take a stand in .which. every operating 
emplo : in the r ad business in the west 
shall be represented in a, Request for higher 
wages. 

The. movement. -of the. engineers, it was 
announced, will. be pushed, regardless of the 
attitude of the other brotherhoods, although 
their codperation. is. desired. 


Secret Call Is Sent Out. 

Information concernin the engineers’ pro- 
ject leaked Gut acci@enfally last night. It 
became known that a sécret call had been 
issued for the CagoO meeting and that ex- 
traordimary precautiong had been taken to 
keép knowledge Of the Scheme from the rail- 
roads. . 

The call was issued bs the ‘grand officers 
of the, engineers’ erhood, from the 
Cleveland O., headquarters. It stipulates 
that the chairman of the adjustment boards 
of the various railroads shall convene, next 
week for the purpose of formulating a joint 
wage scale, which is to ve put Into effect on 
all systems opergting west of a line drawn 
from Winnipeg through Chicago to New'Or- 
leans, 

The placd of meeting in Chicago is kept 
secret, although it is said the session will 
be-held either at the Lexington or the Great 
Northern hotel. 


Aim Is to Equalize Wages. 

From local representatives of the engineers’ 
brotherhood it was ascertained that the joint 
wage move arises from a desire to equalize 
the pay of the locomotive men on all rail- 
roads. 

The scale of wages in effect at present 
varies greatly. The standard unit of work 
adopted by nearly all the systemsis a‘ run” 
af 100 miles. On some roads an engineer re- 
céives $3.70 and upward, while the wages 
run as high as $4.80 per 100 miles on other 
Mines. 

The movement is expected to have cog- 
siderable influence upon the status of the 
dispute between the Burlington and its en- 
gineers, who recently objected to an “ eye- 
sight’ rule adopted by the company. The 
‘eyesight’ question has not been settled, 
but is being held in statu quo, awaiting 
the greatér plans affecting the entire rail- 
road systems of the west.

LOVERS OF ANIMALS RESENT THE 
SCHEME OF AUSTIN CLUB. 


Proposition That Only Self-Propelled 
. Vehicies Be Permitted on Boule- 
vards on Sundays Stirs Champions 


of Old Styles—They Say Machines 
Ought to Be Debarred if Any Ace. 


tion Is Taken—Parks Boards Hear 
of Plan and Oppose It. 


. Chicago liverymen and horse fanciers are 
stirred up by the proposal of the Austin Au- 
tomobibe club to relegate all except self-pro- 
peed vehicles from the boulevards and 
drives on Sunday. While the proposition 
was met with ridicule yesterday and deciared 
absurd on its face, the men. who have money 
invested in the horse business do not propose 
to take any chances. They will attend the 
next meeting of the west park board in force 
to refute the arguments which they expect 
the automobile enthusiasts to make. 

It was the declaration that “* the horse is 
only fit for funerals, anyway,” which all but 
took away the breath of horse lovers. Jarvis 
Hunt, owner of many horse show prize win- 
ners, is responsible for the sarcastic re- 
joinder that the automobiles recently have 
shown themselves especially efficient in caus- 
ing funerals, Other horsemen join with him 
in denouncing the auto as the most up tv 
date death dealing device, and it is possibie 
that a counter effort will be made to have the 
machines ruled off the park and boulevard 
system. 

Park Boards Hear Proposition. 

The proposal of the Austin men was 
brought informally to the attention of the 
South park. board at its meeting, but no 
action was taken. It was clearly evident, 
however, that it would meet with little favor, 
as no member was willing to champion such 
a cause, 

“Of course, I couldn’t presume to speak for 
the board,” said Commissioner Edward J. 
Rainey, ‘‘ but you may be sure I would be 
found voting on the side ef the horse. It is 
absurd to even suggest that we send horses 
to the back streets on Sunday so that the 
few automobilists could have a clear track. 
If we do that we should prohibit with the 
same order pedestrians using the sidewalke, 
for it would be as much as a man’s life is 
worth to try and cross a street.”

It seems to 
me the Chicago Automobile club would be 
devoting its time to better advantage if it 
would seek to have its members obey the aw 
more closely; start a campaign of edugation 
and stop killing people.”

“Of course it is all bosh,”’ said Frans Am- 
berg, president of the West Chicago Livery- 
mens and Undertakers’ association, “ and 
was evolved by afew cranks, Those menare 
insane om that one subject and think they 
are the chosen few for whom the streets were 
made.

The first stép of para- 
mount necessity is for the people to gain 
control and fight to the last ditch for the 
ballot used in Massachusetts—namely: a bal- 
lot on which there is no party column.’”’ 

Thée district attorney then enunciated his 
belief in “‘ home rule” as a democratic prin- 
ciple. 

“I believe,”” he said, “ that every munici- 
pality should have the power to perform 
for itself those services which Involve the 
granting of public franchises. For instance, 
I beHeve that New York City should have 
the right to own and operate gas, electric- 
ity, and all car lines.”’ 

Jerome on “Hearst and Riffraff.”

‘DEFENDS DEAD CLERK’S NAME. 


Judge Ben M. Smith Says Enemies 
Spread Report of Frank G. 
Welton’s Shortage. 


Judge Ben M. Smith, son-in-law of the late 
Frank G. Welton of Cambridge, Til., for 
thirty-severi years county clerk of Henry 
county, yesterday denounced the report that 
the accounts of Mr. Welton show a shortage 
of $15,000 as the work of political and per- 
sonal enemies. The widow and relatives 
have demanded an official investigation by 
the authorities of Henry county. Mr. Wel- 
ton died of pneumonia Sept. 8, three days 
after~J. C. Grabbe, an accountant, had 
started an investigation of the clerk’s office 
at the behest of the * Henry county vigilance 
committee.”’ 

Grabbe claimed that in the line of accounts 
representing the fees collected froin the 
county by Mr. Welton he found a shortage 
‘exceeding $15,000.” 

“It is an outrage that the matter was 
given publicity or attention,’’ said Judge 
Smith. ‘The inquiry was not an official one, 
and was instituted by enemies of Mr. Welton. 
As soon as we learned of the proceeding, the 
widow and other relatives demaftded a 
thorough official investigation. If there is 
anything wrong, and we don’t, believe there 
is, we want to know it and are willing to 
stand by the result.’’ 

Mr. Welton left an estate valued at $75,- 
000. Mrs. Robert L. Sheppard of Evanston 
is a daughter of the late Mr. Welton. Clar- 
ence W. and Thomas Welton, sons, resid® in

“With these things in mind the institute 
has two ndations to make. The 

t is that every child which cannot be 

rtified as free from the danger of com- 
municating the disease to others should be 
excluded from the schools. 

“The second is that a court of a 


cases, or all cases in dispute, should be 
taken for final judgment. On one side is the 
welfare of the well; on the other side !s the 
welfare of the afflicted. The institute only 
maaes recommendations for the welfare of 
the well; it postpones advice on the latter 
point until such date as is necessary in solv- 
ing the problem can be furnished.’’ . 


How Danger Can Be Averted. 

Dr. Edwin W. Ryerson declared that all 
children with tubercular bones which eom- 
municate with the outer air through run- 
ning sores are a source of danger’ to other 
ee unless the sores are dressed prop- 
erly. 

“If the parents could be made to dress the 
wounds properly the danger would be re- 
moved,” he said, “but there are a number 
of p ts who never can be taught to ex-. 
ercise the proper care and the children of 
those parents who cannot be taught should 
be excluded.’” 

Dr. Theodore Sachs held that if the par- 
ents failed to care properly for such children 
the board of education should see that the 
wounds are dressed correctly. He declared 
the children should not be denied the oppor- 
tunity to receive an education simply be- 
cause their parents were too ignorant to 
rightly care for them. . 

_ Dr. Ryerson urged that every schodl build 
ing be equipped with a room to which chil- 
dren could be taken for examination and 
treatment. 

“ All new schools should have a small 
dispensary room or dressing room,” he 
said, “where examinations could be made 
an@-tubercular wounds dressed. A nurse 
could be sent to the dispensary each morning 
to put on the necessary dressings. This 
plan could be carrjed out at small expense 
and would remove the danger in cases of 
open tuberculosis.” . 


Should Watch Teach Also. 

Dr. W. A. Evans said a pe with con- 
sumption can be safe or not safe. , 

“It would be nothing less than right‘ to 
exclude, from schools alt those who are a 
menace to others, all those who are not care- 
ful either thnough ignorance or indifference,” 
he insisted. ‘‘ If a person with tuberculosis 
is careless with his secretions he should be 
deprived of the rights of the school or any 
other rights, even the right of liberty. 

“ Although children rarely have pulmonary 
tuberculosis, teachers often have and what 
shall be done with the teacher with tubercu- 
losis is a serious question. Somebody should 
observe both student and teacher carefully 
and ascertain whether they are careful or 
careless. In the case of the teacher the prin- 
Pe of the school might watch her actiona 

d see if she is careless, The teacher in 
turn might keep the pupil under surveil- 
lance. She should observe the habits of the 
afflicted pupils in her room and report to the 
visiting physician those who seem to be 
careless.’’ 


Services of Experts Needed. 


Schoo} Trustee Wiley W. Mills asked if 
it would not be well to have the inspection 
carried on by trained experts instead of 
principals and teachers—as is now done. 
Dr. Sachs replied that by all means the work 
of detecting “ suspects "’ should not be left 
to the untrained principals and teachers. 
He declared a large number of medical in- 
spectors should be employed and periodic 
inspections of all school classes made. 

“The medical inspection as now carried 
on in the schools is valueless,” he asserted. 
“Tt is a physical impossibility for twelve in- 
spectors to do the work.” 


Would Help to Check Truancy. 


Miss Julia Lathrop suggested that a corps 
of trained visiting nurses be employed by 
the board of education or the health depart- 
ment for the purpose of visiting the schools. 
She declared that in New York this plan 
has been adopted with remarkable success. 
In addition to dressing the wounds of the 
victims of tuberculosis *of the joints and 
bone, she thought these nurees should in- 
vestigate every case of illness of schoo! pupils. 
Supt. Bodine of the compulsory education 
department indorsed this plan and said the 
proposed corps of nurses would do a great 
deal toward preventing truancy -resulting 
from minor illnesses. 

Miss Addams, the chairman, announced 
that the Visiting Nurse association had been 
experimenting in this work during the last 
year &t the Dante, Goodrich, and Andrew 
Jackson schools. 

‘‘I am strongly in favor of the plan,” she 
declared, “‘and believe a corps of twenty- 
five nurses would accomplish wonderful re- 
sults toward checking the spread of con- 
tagious diseases of all kinds and improving 
home conditions.”’

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DILEMMA IN LAVIN GABE. 


RADICAL ACTION BY OOLLINS TO 
PROVE CHARGES EXPECTED. 


Prosecution Will Take Steps to Re- 
voke the Saloon. License of Wy- 
man, a Missing Witness, if He Does 
Not Appear Before the Trial Board 
and Testify Against the Suspended 
Inspectar—Delay in Sending Sum- 
mons to Gov. Deneen. 


The prosecution in the Lavin trial has 
reached the acute stage and only the most 
radical action is looked for to get the chief 
of police and the city’s representatives out 
of the complicated dilemma that has grown 
out of the filing of the charges against the 
inspector. 

Police: Attorney Comerford and Chief of 
Police Collins did not care yesterday to dis- 
cuss their accomplishments thus far, but 
worked hard throughout the day in a deter- 
mined effort to get something to “ make 
good ’’ with when the hearing of evidence is 
resumed 

The prosecution has decided that unless J. 
W. Wyman, a saloonkeeper at 984 Sixty- 
third street, an important witness, who has 
been missing three weeks, makes known his 
whereabouts and returns to the city and 
testifies on the reopening of the cage, steps 
will be taken to have his saloon licensé re- 
voked. This would be a serious loss to 
Wyman, inasmuch as he would find it’ dif- 
ficult to reopem a saloon under the prepent 
reguiations governing the granting of 
licenses. 

Why Comerford Wants Wyman. 

It is said Wyman’s testimony would tend 
to prove that Lavin knew Policeman Ma- 
honey was implicated in the Hagemann 
burglary, and made no effort to remove his 
star. 

Dan Curran, who, at Policeman Mahotiey’s 
instigation, secured the expert services of 
Burglars Barry and Clark to do the Hage- 
mann job, is said to have asked Wyman to 
‘‘take charge of some of the/loot,”’ but Wy- 
man, instead of taking any of the stolen 
property, told Capt. Lavin of the pojlice- 
man’s connection with the burglary, but 
Lavin took no official cognizance of the mat- 
ter. 

‘“T expect to introduce Wyman’s affidavit 
before the commissioners, even if Wyman 
doesn’t turn up, and I think it will be an 
important factor in: the case,”’ said Attorney 
Comerford. 


Delay in Summoning Deneen. 

The proposed summons to Gov. Deneen to 
appear before the trial board to testify asto 
the conduct of the case while he was state's 
attorney was not sent during the day be- 
cause of a misunderstanding as to who was 
to send the letter to the governor. Attorney 
Comerford said that he did not expect to 
write the letter, but that if Attorney Rosen- 
thal wrote it he would affix his signature 
to it. 


POLICE WILL STOP PUMPS 
OF ROGERS PARK COMPANY. 


Mayor Determined Flow of Bad Water 
from Old Private Intake Shall Be Shut 
Off. 


Mayor Dunne will place a policeman at the 
pumping works of the Rogers Park Water 
company to see that it pumps no more water 
into the mains of the suburb. The decision 
was made yesterday after he had been in- 
formed that the reason the water in Rogers 
Park is still *‘ suspicious” after the city has 
been pumping into the mains there for five 
days waé because the local pumps are still 
going. | 

The information came in a report from the 
health department which said an analysis 
of the Lake View water, which is supposed 
to be furnished Rogers Park also shdwed 
it to be perfectly pure while the Rogers Park 
supply, presumably coming from the same 
tunnel and forced by the same pumps, was 
* suspicious.” At the same time information 
had been given the health department that 
the pumps of the Rogers Park company still 
were ‘“‘ being worked to their full capacity,” 
and the water put into the mains did not pass 
throug the filter plant.

URGE A TRACTION SUBWAY 


MEMBERS OF WESTERN SOCIETY 
OF ENGINEERS DISCUSS IT. 


Arthur §&. Robinson Has Pian for 
Loop, but Others Take Isaue with 
Him and Advise Through Routing 
—Mason B. Starring Says Idea Is 
Wrong at Basis and That Tracks 
and Teams, Not People, Should Be 
Relegated to Under Ground. 


The question of a subway system for pas- 
senger transportation in Chicago was dis- 
cussed last night at a meeting of the Western 
Society of Engineers in their rooms in the 
Monadnock building. The principal paper, 
and the one upon which the discussion was 
based, was read by Arthur 8S. Robinson, 
chief engineer for the Metropolitan elevated 
railway. He suggested that there be many 
loops, each touching a great inner loop, 
which would have a separate system of 
street cars running on ayn inside track sepa- 
rated from the others by a continuous plat- 
form. 

The discussion which followed developed 
the fact that the loop system has many 
faults, and all the other speakers took issue 
with Mr. Robinson on this feature. The two 
great objections to it, according to the other 
engineers—and Walter I. Fisher, Mayor 
Dunne’s special traction counsel, who an- 
nounced he was not an engineer—ere that it 
cannot handle passengers fast enough and 
that it restricts the business area. 


Like B. J. Arnold’s Plan. 

wy bes paper Mr. Robinson followed close- 
ly the suggestions made by Traction Expert 
B. J. Arnold in his report submitted severa! 
years ago. He pointed out that the space 
under the streets is the only one left for an 
expansion of traction facilities and that as 
the surface and elevated systems are now 
taxed almost to their capacity it Is but a 
question of a few years until Chieago must 
follow the lead of New York in some sort 
of underground railways. 

The plan proposed by Mr. Robinson includ- 
ed the use of the three tunnels already the 
property of the city and the extension of 
these under ground in the downtown district, 
and, in time, in the other directions as well. 
A State street or Wabash avenue line was 
also included. A great central loop, which 
in the illustration made by the speaker was 
to be under Jackson, Madison, Wabash, and 
Clark streets, would form the terminal for the 
radiating lines. A continuous system of cars 
would circulate around this and passengers 
desirous of going farther in the city than 
the small or initial loop of the line on which 
tWey arrived might transfer to the cars of 
the inner loop. 

C. V. Weston, chief engineer of the South 
Side Hievated railway, declared that the ca- 
pacity of the inner loop would not exceed 
60,000 persons an hour and this, he said, 
would be inadequate. Mr. Weston suggested 
through cars, which can be operated more 
rapidly and satisfactorily. 


Would Put Teams Under Ground. 

M. B. Starring, vice president and general 
manager of the Chicago City Street railway 
company, declared he doubted if Chicago 
would need an underground system for years 
to come. He said it should be the wagons 
and teams which are to be put underground 
instead of the people, who want light and 
air when they travel. He added: 

“Mr. Robinson’s paper, however, is in 
keeping with the desires of Chicago people, 
who all want to leave or arrive at Madison 
and State streets at the same time and on 
the same car.” 

Mr. Fisher was then called. “It is my 
opinion, merely that of a layman,” he said, 
“that the subways should be reserved for 
rapid transit. I agree with other speakers 
that the through system of car routing is the 
only one. .The loop system would perpetuate 
the present congestion.”

TAKE FIRST TRAIN 


Extradition Papers Already Is- 
sued by the Governor of 
New York. 


JERSEY WARRANT ASKED. 


In Whichever State Ship Lands 
Banker Can Be Started 
West at Once. 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Gov. Hig- 
gins today at Albany signed the warrant au- 
thorizing the New York police to arrest Paul 
O. Stensland as soon as the Adalbert touches 
at quarantine and deliver him over to Detec- 
tive Joseph Kinder of the Cook county state's 
attorney's office. Similar authority will be 
sought of the New Jersey state officials to- 
morrow in order to give Stensland's captors 
the privilege of landing the bank wrecker on 
either the New York or the New Jersey side 
as the emergencies of the case may demand. 

The successive steps necessary to give 
Stensland a quick trip from New York har- 
bor to the Cook county jail are being taken 
rapidly and without méeting obstacles. De- 
tective Kinder informed the Mulberry street 
Officials here in New York this evening that 
he had the necessary papers signed by Gov. 
Higgins, and the local authorities will place 
the necessary detail at his disposal when the 
boat from Tangier arrives. 


Expected on Saturday or Sunday. 


The officials of the Hamburg-American line 
here in New York assert that the Adalbert 
is not likely to be In before Sept. 23, although 
there is a possibility of its arriving on Sept. 22. 

At Albany this morning when Detective 
Kinder presented the voluminous documents 
which carry the official request of Gov. 
Deneen to Gov. Higgins for the tranmission 
of Stensland to Chicago the New York offi- 
clals at-first were inclined to be bothered 
because the case did not find a ready parallel 
in their experiences with requisitions. 

The executive clerks, without reading the 
official statement from Gov. Deneen and Mr. 
Healy, carefully questioned the possibility 
of issuing a warrant for a man who was not 
a fugitive from justice in the state of IIllli- 
noils. It was pointed out that Stensland was 
not a fugitive in New York but that he was 
being brought to New York and might assert 
that he did not enter the state willingly. 
Kinder explained that Stensland to the best 
of his knowledge was approaching New York 
territory willingly. The clerks then read the 
statement from the Illinois governor and 
state’s attorney, and said that it was up to 
Gov. Higgins to decide. He decided quickly 
that Stensland to all intents and purposes 
is a fugitive and sign®d the warrant.

Foe of Evildoers Resigns Pastorate 
of Immandwel Baptist Church to Be-

The Rev. Johnston Myers, foe of law break- 
ers, disciple of strenuosity, and pastor of Im- 
manuel Baptist church, is to leave Chicago 
Oct. 1, two weeks after ois last parting shot 
at Ike Bloom.

A 17 year old girl, who never 
was.in trouble before and wha was known 
as faithful and trustworthy by her employ- 
ers, was held to the Juvenile court yesterday 
for raising a checkeafter reading of the 
exploits of Hering and@ Stensland. 

Tessie Gadoz, 4812 Honoré street, was em- 
ployed by Armour & Co. She was to be mar- 
ried soon and every week she set aside $2 of 
her savings toward buying her trousseau. 
Her sweetheart, Stanis Tchztski, called on 
her every Saturday night and they talked 
of their wedding. Tessie planned to sur- 
prise him and did not tell him of the beautiful 
dress she intended to buy. Saturday she 
drew her week's pay—$7—and went to the 
store with two friends. They tried to per- 
suade her to buy a dress which would cost 
$17 and she decided to wait. 

Her father read aloud every night of the 
bank failure and how his countrymen had 
lost their savings, and Tessie listened at- 
tentively. He read of Hering’s cleverness in 
altering notes and checks. When Tessie 

gooked at her check Saturday evening she 
thought how easy it would be to insert a 
figure 1 before the 7 and write “‘ teen ”’ after 
the written word. It would give her the 
extra $10. She knew it was wrong, yet she 
wanted to surprise Stanis and Galawosky, 
the saloonkeeper, who would cash it, is 
rich and would not miss the money. 

“I thought of it after my father had read 
of the men who did it in the Stensland bank.”’ 
she told Justice Fitzgerald as she begged 
him to release her. 

J. Galawosky, who cashed the check Mon- 
day, did not discover the change in the 
check until he took it to the bank, when he 
immediately caused the girl’s arrest. 


SUBURB’S POSTOFFICE TO MOVE 


Government’s New Building in Evans- 
ton to Be Occupied Next Satur- 
Gay Morning. 


After waiting nearly two years for the 
completion of the new postoffice at Evans- 
ton, Postmaster John A. Childs announced 
yesterday that Saturday will be moving 
day for Uncle Sam in the suburb.

VANDERBILT RACER IN WRECK. 


George H. Robertson and His Mechanic 
Badly Hurt During Practice 
Trial for the Cup. 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Within tee 
than eighty hours of the time he had hoped to 
have qualified as a member of the Americar 
team In the Vanderbilt cup race, George H. Robert- 
son today wrecked his eighty horse power Ap- 
person racer that he was to have driven in the 
‘elimination trials Saturday morning, and he 
and Arthur Warren, his mechanic, .are in the 
Nassau hospital at Mineola with injuries that 
preciude even the possibility of their preaence as 
spectators at either the trials or the cup con- 
teat on Oct. 6 
This morning Robertson started out soon after 
5 o'clock from his training querters on his first 
round of the circuit. Robertson was timed from 
Krug’s hotel. where the course turns into Jericho 
turnpike, in 31 minutes for his firat lap around the 
29.71 miles of the circuit. He stopped at Krug’s 
when he arrived there the second time: then start- 
ed awhy from Krug’s at 6:05, accompanied by 
Arthur Warren; with the idea of making a fast 
round. Soon after, Lee A. Frayer, one of th« 
racing drivers, stopped at Krug‘s, at about 6:50. 
with the. news that Robertson's car had smashed 
against a telegraph pole on the olf Westbury 
road and that the driver and. his mechanic were 
lying helpiess by the roadside. 

The force of the Impact was suffictent to throw 
Robertson and Warren about fifty feet away from 
the racer. 

At the hospital Dr. Mann said Robertson had 
suffered a fracture of hie right collar bone and 
bruised his right htp, but otherwise he seemed al! 
right. Both of Warren's hands were broken at 
the Wrists, and he had an abrasion over. his right 
eye. 

Ww. EK. Vanderbilt Jr. has withdrawn hie entry 
from the Vanderbilt cup race and will not take 
part in that event. He had been criticised for 
entering a foreign car in @ race he himeelf pro- 
moted to boom American built cars, and many of 
his oritice had been outspoken in their opinions.

Fast Young Trotter Wins $5,- 
000 Purse at Libertyville; 
Watches Lag. 


THREH FAVORITES FIRST. 


Drivers Are Changed Behind Sir 
Chauncey in the Third Race 
Without Improvement. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 


Early Alice, generally regarded by horse- 
men as the best young trotter in the west, 
showed her speed and class at Libertyville 
yesterday by winning the $5,000 purse for 
2:20 horses in 2:10%, 2:00%, and 2:00\%, as the 
heats officially were announced. A number 
of outside watches, however, held by entirely 
competent men, made the second and third 
miles from 2:08\% to 2:08% each. 

In fact the timers engaged by the track 
management hung out the time of the second 
heat at 2:08%, but a little later took it in and 
substituted 2:00%. Their explanation of the 
matter was that the boy who had imme- 
diate. charge of the apparatus “‘ put out a 
wrong figure," but in that case he also must 
have put out another wrong one, otherwise 
there would have been no occasion to change 
the fractional time. 

Charles De Ryder, who drove Charlie Beld- 
en, the second horse in the heat and was 
beaten a length, timed his own mount in 
2:08%. The third heat was time® in 2:08% 
by plenty of men who stationed themselves 
under the wire for that purpose. In this 
mile Barly Alice was at the three-quarter 
pole in 1:36%,° according to the official fig- 
ures, which would make her time for the last 


quarter :32%. 


Early Alice Favorite, Too. 

Aside from the gossip regarding the timing 
everything went smoothly, and the time 
made in each of the three evente was fast. 
Early Alice was favorite in the $5,000 stake. 
It was recognized the race was a duel be- 
tween the mare and Charlie Belden, and De 
Ryder drove the California horse a well 
considered race. He trailed the mare in the 
opening round, hoping to brush past her in 
the homestretch, but this attempt was fu- 
tile, although the last quarter was done in 
-3144, a 2:06 gait. In the second heat De 
Ryder set out to make a fight all the way, 
and his horse responded to every call. But 
the mare had it on him at any stage and 
showed close to two minute speed right at 
the finish. Grace Cameron trotted a fine 
mile in the third heat, getting into the money 
thereby. A break early tn the opening mile 
spoiled her chances at that stage of the race. 


Solon Grattan’s Task Easy. 


Another good race was that for 2:12 trot- 
ters, which Solon Grattan won in 2:10, 
2:10, and 2:09%. -He was favorite over the 
field at $10 to $6, and was never headed, 
drawing the pole and holding it all the way 
in each of the heats. Solon already had to 
his credit the best three heats by a trotter 
over a half mile track, and added to his 
honors yesterday by doing a third heat under 
2:10. He easily could have trotted the third 
heat around 2:08 if appearances went for 
anything, as he stepped,to the quarter in 
731%, the half in 1:04, and the three-quar- 
ters in 1:36%. Then he jogged home at a 
2:12 gait. Solon Grattan will start in the 
Transylvania at the Lexington meeting, and 
it was not deemed best by Levi Turner, who 
drives the stallion, to ask anything extra of 
him yesterday. 


Exalted Trots Well. 


Exalted was second every ‘trip, trotting ¢ 
fine series of heats. The stallion’s owner, 
Justice Cartwright of the IMinois Supreme 
court, wes present with hie family to see 
his horse perform, and was greatly pleased.

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1H. LONGENEGKER DEAD 


FORMER STATE’S ATTORNEY SUC- 
CUMBS TO LONG ILLNESS. 


Prosecutor at Time of Cronin Trial 
and Assiatant When Anarchist Cases 
Were in Court—Born in Crawford 
County, Ill.—Served as Soldier in 
Civil War and of Late Years Had 
Been Prominent in Grand Army— 
Funeral Tomorrow. 


Joel M. Longenecker, former state’s attor- 
ney, died at his home, 4125 Vincennes avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, after an iliness of sev- 
eral months. He had been suffering with 
acute liver trouble since last spring; and a 
week ago returned from Paw Paw lake, 
Mich., untmproved in. health. 

Mr. Longenecker was state’s attorney af 
quired considerable prominence in the pr osge- 
had assisted in the trial of the anarchists 
following the haymarket riot. 
he was assistant state's attorney under Julius 
Grinnell, and succeeded him when the latter 
was elected to the bench. 

Much of Mr. Longenecker’s career was de- 
voted to politics. He was a stanch repub- 
lican and a strong party worker. He was 
elected to numerous offices on the republican 
ticket. * ” 


Enlists in Army at Age of 17. 

At the outbreak of the civil war he was 14 
years old, and though he was eager to enlist 
in the union cause he was barred because of 
his youth. Ih the last year of the war, how- 
ever, when he was 17, he became a meshber of 
Company F. Fifth Illinols cavalry. Of late 
years he had been prominent. in Grand Army 
affairs, having been the department com- 
mander of Illinois in 1900. 

Mr. Longenecker’s early education was ob- 
tained in the public school of Robinson, 
Crawford county, f)., where he was born 
Jan. 12, 1847. In 1870 he married Mise Emma 
Ficrence Fitch in Robinson, and the following 
year moved to Olney, a neighboring town. 
There he taught school and studied law. In 
1871 he was gdmitted.to the bar and shortly 
after was elected city attorney of Olney fora 
period of two years. His next step was to 
the state's attorneyship of Richland county, 
which position he held from 1876 to 1880. 


Comes to Chicago in 1881, 


He moved to Chicago in 1881 and in 1883 he 
was appointed assistant state’s attorney 
under Luther Lafilin Mills. From 1884 until 
1887 he acted in the same position under Mr. 
Grinneil, When-the latter resigned to take 
a place on the bench Mr. Longenecker was 
chosen to complete the term. When the term 
expired he was elected state’s attorney for 
the period 1888 to 1892. Sincé 1892 he has 
concucted bis private law practice in his 
offices in the Tacoma building. 

Mr. Longenecker was a Mason, a member 
of the Mystic Shrine, of the Knights of 
Pythias, of the Royal ieague, and was presi- 
dent of the Law institute in 1904. 

He left a widow, Mrs. Emma Florence 
Longenecker,, a daughter, Theodocia Mar- 
guerita, and two sons, Rolla Rudolph, who 
was in partnership with his father, and Joe] 
Fitch, who has offices in the Tacoma building. 

The funeral will be held atthe Masonic 
Home temple, 3120 Forest avenue, tomorrow 
at 2 p. m.

PHONE MILEAGE CHARGE LEGAL. 


Maclay Hoyne Tells Mayor Dunne It Is 
Not Forbidden, but Must Be 
Reasonable. 


In an opinion given to the mayor yester- 
day, Chief Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Maclay Hoyne decided that the Chicago 
Telephone company had the right to charge 
“mileage rates’ for wires outside of what 
is known as the * blue line.”’ district.

* While there is nothing in the franchise 
which forbide the making of a ‘ mileage 
rate’ charge, such a charge must be a just 
and reasonable one, and only the courts can 
decide what it should be,’’ saye Mr. Horne.

Rates will be manipulated 
in this manner as long as the opportunity «x- 
iste. The way to stop the practice is for this 
commission to make a ruling that export 
rates ehall not be lower than domestic. 
“The making of lower import than do- 
meetic rates works equally evil consequences. 
It is a discrimination in favor of foreign pro- 
ducers and between importers amounting 
often to from 25to 50 per cent offthe rate.” 
Strict enforcement of the thirty day rule, 
Capt. Grammer seid, would tend to prevent 
mantpulation. 


Hardship to Gulf Lines. 

” Because of the comparative infrequency 
of the arrival of ships at gulf ports, and the 
more violent fluctuations in gulf steamship 
rates than at Atlantic ports, enforcement of 
the thirty day rule,’’ Mr. Rhett said, * would 
deprive the Illinois Central and other gulf 
lines of a large part of their business. The 
commission should make a standing order 
permitting export rates to be changed on five 
days’ notice.”’ 

He asserted. that because an export rate is 
lower than a domestic rate is no sign that

Stakes in Flat Cars to Go Free. 


The commission effected in a few minutes 
in the morning one of the biggest rate cuts 
in its history, when it settled the controversy 
between the lumbermen and western rail- 
roads over the question of the payment of 
freight’ on the stakes used to hold lumber 
shipments on flat cars.. At the suggestion of 
Commissioner Lane the railroads agreed to 
allow 500 pounds tothe car for these stakes. 
It is estimated that the concession will mean 
a gain to the lumbermen of the west, and a 
consequent reduction in the revenues of the 
carriers, of $1,000,000 a year. 

E. M. 8. Leflamy, the former grain dealer 
of Lexington, Neb., who was the partner of 
the man whom President Stickney of the 
Chicago Great Western asserted was ruined 
by the alleged elevator rebating system of the 
Union Pacific, arrived in Chicago to testify 
before the commission. After a conference 
with Chairman Knapp he was excused until 
Oct. 1. 

‘Mr. Leflamy during the day visited his for- 
mer partner, who is now connected with a 
large corporation in Chicago and who says 
he is now willing to testify against the rail- 
road. Mr. Leflamy kept his former partner's 
name a. secret. He left for his homé@ last 
evening. 

“We are after them hard and will get 
them,’”’ safd he, before leaving. ‘*‘ They took 
twenty years of Jim’s life and $30,000 of 
his money, but he still has fight tn him.’’ 
‘Jim’ is the former partner, but Mr. Le- 
flamy refused to make known the surname. 

“By the rebate paid the Peavy people 
through the Omaha Elevator company by 
the Union Pacific, we were put out of busi- 
ness,”’ added he. “Iam not broke by a long 
shot, but Jim wae put out of the running 
for a time.”

CONFESSION OF IGNORANCE. \ 
The editor of Tne Trirsvune has not 
enjoyed the inestimable and precious 
privilege of traveling on the street cars 
of Minneapolis of late years, and, there- 


‘ 


fore, was not aware that the gates of the 


rear platform are opened and closed by 
the motorman and not by the conductor. 
The difference is not material. The ob- 
jection to gates is not removed by having 
them controlled by the motorman instead 
ef by the conductor. 

In a city like Chicago, with its enor- 
mous and congested traffic and many 
crossings of car tracks, the motorman is 
a busy ‘and overworked person. He has 
enough to do without being compelled to 


. open and close gates every time the car 


stops. His attention should not be :ii- 
verted from the duties immediately before 
him. He should, indeed, “look forward 
and‘ not back.” 

We humbly confess to an appalling de- 
gree of ignorance of street car conditions 
in Minneapolis, not having traveled so 
yextensively and luxuriously as a few of 
our critics. Still we know something of 
conditions in Chicago, and beg to suggest 
that what is good for Minneapolis may 
mot be good for Chicago. The two cities 
‘are hardly in the same class. What is 
needed in Chicago is especially speed— 
dispatch of traffic—the expeditious han- 

ling of the crowds that use the street 
cars. This will not be promoted by the 
use of gates on the rear platform which 
must be opened and closed whenever the 
ear stops. We can imagine no good pur- 
pose that would be served in Chicago by 
+e introduction of such gates, but we 
ean see that their operation would in- 


volve a loss of a few seconds every time , 


e car stopped and started. In the ag- 

egate these seconds multiplied by the 
nhmber of cars used in Chicago would 
mean a delay of many hours in handling 
the street car business. 

The motorman on one of the Halsted 
atreet cars during the “rush hours” 
would -have a lively time in opening ayd 
closing gates. A looking glass might en- 
able him to see whether all the passen- 
gers were on or off, but it would need to 
be a powerful glass of high refracting 
power and capable of looking around 
many curves and angles.

No one ean blame the companies for 
setting a high’ price upon their so-called 
properties. _There is a gambler’s chance 
that, with expired franchises, they may 
be unable to make anything out'of what 
they claim;; but there is the other side 
also, in connection with which there will 
come wealth and prosperity. In the war 
of experts no one cares much to mix, but 
the absurdity of some of the contentions 
on behalf of'the roads is evident. 


LEARNING HAS MADE HIM MAD. 

History shouldbe correctly written, The

yesterday. 

Charlotte, by. C., Sept. 18.—Closing a two days’ 
tour of North Carolina, in whitch he made speeches 
in a dozen towns and rear platform talks in half as 
many more, William J. Bryan closed his engage- 
ments in this atate tonight with an hour’s talk in 
Charlotte. 

‘It was front the men whose hands had been 
hardened by toilland those who carry the dinner 
pail that I had my first support,”’ he said. ‘‘ I shall 
never forget that in my campaign of 1806 there was 
inserted in my platform a plank that I wrote my- 
self. It was a plank for arbitration between labor 
and capital. Some will tell you that the silver 
plank drove away ffom me the most of the sup- 
port, but I tell you it was not the silver plank, but 
the clause for arbitration that did it."’ 

Now we know all about it. When the 
streets were occupied by groups of excitgd 
men in 1896 engaged in animated contro- 
vyersy they were talking about “ arbitra- 
tion.” The newspapers discussed “ arbitra- 
tion’”’ and not the silveriquestion in 1896. 
The savings banks were afraid of “ arbitra- 
tion.” The railroad ‘men went down to 
Canton to see McKinley because they 
wanted “arbitration.” . The foreign and 
domestic exchanges were convulsed because 
“ erbitration ” was thought to be imminent.

We are informed in an Associated

We searcely know what popular opin- 
ion in Cuba consists of. It has no an- 
thorized channels of expression, and has 
always seemed to outsiders nebulous and 
In this instance it seems to dis- 
guise the demands of the veterans for 
additional bounties from the treasury. 

The “veterans” are the persons who 
revolutionary army -in 


The testimony of all 
our. own officers and of all the independ- 
ent witnesses who saw the insurgent 
forces before and during the war ‘is that 
they. were composed mainly of adven- 
turers, outcasts, and tramps. “Théy were 
half breeds or half castes—nobotly and 
nothing in particular. Some of them 
were criminals. An insurgent camp was 
a cave of Adullam, to which every dis- 
contented or disclassed person on the is- 
land naturally resorted. 


To be a “ veteran” in Cuba is not nec- 


essarily to enjoy an honorable title.

indebted for them in’ the main to the prince 
regent ef Portugal. 

Lannes was French ambassador at Lisbon, 
and while there his wife—‘‘Mme. Sans- 
Géne ''—gave birth to a son, who afterwards 
became the second duke of Montebello. In 
accordance with custom and etiquette, the 
prince regent officiated as godfather to the 
child, and on the christening day shortly be- 
fore the ceremony he happened, while 
strolling with the marshal through the pal- 
ace, to pass a room where a quantity of 
uncut diamonds, which had just arrived 
from Brazil, were being stored away. Open- 
ing a box, which was full of these gems, the 
prince regent asked the marshal to hold out 
his chapeau, and then, joining his hands to- 
gether in the form of a bowl, filled them 
three times im succession with dlamonds as 
full as he could hold them, and emptied them 
into the hat, exclaiming: ‘“ This first hand- 
ful is for my godson; the second is for the 
ambassadress, and the third is for the am- 
bassador.” These diamonds were after- 
wards disposed of by the marshal for sev- 
eral millions of francs at Amsterdam, and 
constituted the foundation of the financial 
fortunes of the house of Montebello, which 
have since then been further augmented by 
their prosperous champagne business.

Emperor William's newly appointed Jew- 
ish born chief of the colonial department 
at Berlin, Bernhardt Dernburg, the former 
bank president, who received his business 
education in Wall street, New York, and 
who has been until now one of the principal 
representatives of American ideas and in- 
tereste in the German business world, is the 
eldest som of Frederick Dernburg, the vet- 
eran editor and proprietor of the Nationa) 
Zeitung, the most influential organ of the 
liberal party in Germany, and probably the 
most inyportant newspaper of the vaterland. 
Curiously enough, no mention has been made 
of this fact in recording the appointment of 
Bernhardt Dernburg, who is to reorganize 
not only the colonial department at Berlin 
but also the administration of all the co- 
lonial possessions of Germany. Frederick 
Dernburg, his father, was one of the lead 
ers of the delegation of German editors who 
recently visited England, and wag selected 
by his colleagues to place im their name a 
wreath on the bust of Shakspeare at Strat- 
ford-on-AVvon.

Mahon, one time president of the French re- 
public, and of his son, the present duke of 
Magenta, I omitted to mention that the Mac- 
Mahons of Ireland are generally understood 
to be descended from Sir Reginald Fitzurse, 
the leader of the knights who killed St.

Chicago Opera House Dramatic com- 
pany is giving a commendably smooth end 
well balanced performance of “ Mrs, Lef- 
fingweli's Boots” this week. The Thomas 
play, which had its first presentation here 
last seasom with Miss liMngtom in the title 
role, is a strange mixture of farce, high 
class comedy, society drama, and problem 
play.

It may seem strange that persone seeking 
the ald of detectives so often fall into the 
hands of the disreputable members of the 
ealling. Again does the explanation rest. in 
the very need for secrecy which takes them 
to a detective. To inquire of friends is usu- 
ally out of the question, and to investigate 
references would, they argue, place in jeop- 
ardy the success of the investigation. And 
so they grope around, all at sea, and in nine 
cases out of ten fa}l into the clutches of the 
unscrupulous. 

The reputable detective, like other pro- 
fessional men, formerly sat in his office and 
waited until he was approached by a client 
who wished to retain him. But American 
progressiveness put a new face on the mat- 
ter, and instead of sitting down and waiting 
the detectives began to drum up busfnegs. 
So long as this was carried on in a legitimate 
way there was no harm, but to the fakers 
this was not progressive enough. Soon there 
were not enough cases to go around, and 
then, with the ald of spies-and informers, the 
unscrupulous detectives began to makecases. 

Agencies began to work up evidence against 
persons and then r to blackmail, or elee 
approach those to whom the information 
might be valuable and by careful maneuver- 
ing have themeeives retained to unravel the 
case., This brenght into existence hordes of 
professional informers who secured the open- 
ing wedges for the fake agencies.

FEEDING OF INFANTS AND CHILDREN. 
BY ROBERT H. HARVEY, M. D. 

After the ninth month with many children 
we can begin giving beef juice, starting in 
with a tablespoonful daily, either alone or 
put into the milk, and gradually increasing in 
amount until at the twelfth month the child 
may be taking the juice from half a pound of 
round daily. 

After the first two or three teeth appear it 
is allowable to givethe child a crust of bread, 
a piece of toast, or a cracker. The fact is, 
the child does not really need anything be- 
sides the milk which has the barley water, 
but when infants are teething it is grateful 
to them to have something to chew on. If 
they are limited to the list which is given 
here they will not be getting too much. 

But many parents are overindulgent with 
infants at this age. One of the worst prac- 
tices is to allow them to have coffee or tea, 
end, what is worse than either one of these, 
some children are given whisky and water 
for a cold or a colic. These things do absolute 
harm. Under no circumstances should any 
of them be giv en. 


—o>- 


Especially in warm weather all children 
should have plenty of water to drink. There 
is no objection in. the earlier months to adda 
little sugar to it, but after the ninth month it 
should not be necessary. 


Another thing to be borne fn mind fs that. 
after the eighth or ninth month, when we are’ 


using barley water altogether to dilute, we 
should at this time begin to lessen the amount 
of sugar. Salt should always be added to the 
food from the sixth or seventh month or 
whenever barley water or anything besides 
water is used to dilute the milk. 


~~ 


In June, 1895, Dr. F. W. Reilly, assistant 
commissioner of health of this city, published 
an article entitled ‘‘ Hot Weather Care of In- 
fants and Young Children.” In closing this 
chapter on infant feeding the following ex- 
tracts from the circular above mentioned 
show that the theories advanced In these ar- 
ticles are not new, but just plain, every day 
common sense facts that every mother 
should know: 

“The proper food for babies is mother’s 
milk.—No sensible mother needs advice on 
this point. If she is fairly healthy her breasts 
will give.all the nourishment the child should 
have until it begins to cut Its teeth, the sixth 
or eighth month. Up to this time it is a sin 
to give an infant one morsel of solid’ food of 
any kind or anything but breast milk, ex- 
cept water. 

“Many infants are killed every year by 
bringing them to the table with the family 
and giving them a little bit of this, that, and 
the other—meat, vegetable, pie, pickles, etc., 
which the little stomach is not fitted for. 
They are killed just as surely though not so 
quickly as if they had been fed poison out of 
a drug store.

“Keep the baby clean and it will stand 
It stiould have at least one 
full bath every day and@ oftener during ex- 
treme heat. 

“ Fresh air is the breath of life in a baby’s 
nostrils. Take it or send it to the parks or 
open squares or the lake shore as often as 
you can. 

** Do not let the baby sleep in the same bed 
with any other person. If there is no crib, 
the mother should put a couplé of chairs at 
her bedside with any sort of soft covering

High prices are still being paid occasionally 
for prompt delivery. Prices for 1907 delivery 
remain about as previously reported, 

The scarcity of crude steel is more pro- 
nounced, Delivery of semi-finished material 
on contracts is slow. 

The sharp reduction in the price of struct- 
129 ural material announced at Chicago last 
week has had no effect in other sections ex- 
cept in competition with Chicago jobbera. 

Contracts for new buildings at San Francis- 
co are coming in more rapidly. 

In the Pittsburg district mills are extremely 
busy turning out shapes. 

After a period of quiet in the rail market, 
many new inquiries have appeared and cone 
tracts for about 200,000 tons of standard sec- 
tions are now pending. Other railroad busi- 
ness includes inquiries for 50,000 cars and 
40,000 tons of fabricated structural material. 
Within two weeks orders for more than 400 
locomotiyes have been placed. 

The buying of steel bars in some quarters 
continues active, and another large interest 
has advanced ite price $2.00, but the Steel 
corporation adheres to its price of $30.00.

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SCHEME TO GET MONEY FROM 
HUNDREDS OF THEM CHECKED. 


Justice Court Cases of the National 
Investment and Security Company 
Ordered Discontinued — “Claims” 
Based on Old Contracts of J. 5. 
Danforth’s Interstate | Pablishing 
and Premium Concern, Which the 
Authorities Tried to Suppress. 


A scheme to get money from thousands of 
poor women was stopped temporarily yester- 
day when notices to cease prosecution of 
suits to collect on allegedcontracts were sent 
to Constable C. G. Essig, J. S. Danforth of 
Evanston, and Miss Mary Olson, as agents 
of the *‘ National Investment and Security 
company.” 

The action was taken by detectives from 
Chief Collins’ office and representatives of 
the Legal Aid society after investigation of 
hundreds of sults which Rave been instituted 
in Justice Emil A. Johnson’s court at 607 
Sheffield avenue. The security company of- 
ficers had closed their headquarters at 1721 
Ashland avenue before word reached the jus- 
tice court. 

The National Investment and Security com- 
Pany is an outgrowth of the unfinished col- 
lections of the Interstate Publishing and 
Premium company, which had offices in the 
Chicago Opera House block. Mr. Danforth 
was head of the Interstate company, and the 
detectives did not know whether he had gone 
out of the business entirely or not. He was 
forced to the wall several times by the post- 
Office authorities, but after proclaiming he 
was a “ pillar of the church” in Evanston 
and signing a stipulation he was allowed to 


go free. 
Hundred Suits a Day. 


The suits were started at ‘the rate of a hun- 
dred a day on contracts signedin 1904. None 
of the women summoned was aware that she 
had signed sucha contract. It called usualty 
for $36, but Constable Essig or Miss Olson. 
after the case had been called in court and 
the victim had protested, would express a 
willingness to settle for $5 or sémetimes

Postoffice Inspector Kimball first called a 
halt on the Interstate co when many 
of the scrubwomen in the federal bullding 
complained. 

“They were visited by a woman,” said 
the inspector, “ who offered to sell them a 
subscription to a home magazine for 10 cents 
& week. With each copy they would get a 
stamp, and when sixty-eight of these stamps 
had been accumulated they were entitled to a 
premium, ranging from a bible to a set of 
parlor furniture. After they had paid fora 
few copies of the cheap magazinethe agent's 
visits would cease. 

“They heard nothing for two years, when 
they received the constable’s notice that they 
owed from $35 to $40 om the centract which 
they supposed they, signed to pay 10 cents 
a week for the magazine. As a matter of 
fact the contract was worded go that the 
women agreed to take a long list of pub- 
lications and articles written on the back of 
the contract."’ 


Scrubwomen Journey to Evanston. 

At the time that Mr. Kimball began his 
investigation thousands of suite had been 
started before+Justice Keefer of Evanston, 
and the poor scrubwomep had to journey 
out there. Mr. Danforth, when interviewed 
by the authorities, talked largely of his 
church connections and how his life was 
proof against any such vile scheme being 
started by him, but he was shown the facts 
and finally agreed to drop the suits. 

Suits were next started before Justice Lee 
at Thirty-ninth street and Cottage Grove 
avenue. The company moved into Lee's 
neighborhood and a land office business was 
opened.up im these collections. This wag 
stopped when Mr. Lee was notified of the 
character of the suits. The concern next 
bobbed up with Constable Essig at the heim, 
reorganized, its only assets the old contfacts. 
Justice Johnson gave judgment on hundreds 
of the suits, according to the Legal Ald 80- 
ciety attorneys. 

One victim collected the sixty-eight stamps 
necessary and when she went to get her 
premium was told that thirty more would be 
necessary. When shesgot these she found 
she had to pay $11 in cash and finally $4 ia 
cash for the bookcase she had picked out. 


MUTUAL’S “SELECTED TICKET” 
EVOKES SOME ANGRY PROTESTS 


Nominees Declare Use of Their NamesIs 
Unauthorized in Messages to Parker 
—Peabody Wantg to Know. 


New York, Sept. 19.—Protests against the 
unauthorized use of thir names from sev- 
eral nominees on the “ selected fusion ticket ”’ 
for trustees of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company were made public here today. 

Mayor J. N. Adam cf Buffalo, originally 
nominated on the “united committees’ 
ticket,"’ telegraphed Judge Alton B. Parker, 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
integnational policy hoiders’ committee, that 
the use of his name on the fusion ticket was 
against his wishes. A similar nwesage from 
James D. Phelan, former mayorcf San Fran- | 
cisco, was received at the headquarters of the 
international policy holders’ committee, 
Wiliam L. Guillaudeu of this city wrote the 
committee to the same < ffect. 

Replying to notifications that their names 
had been placed on the “ third ticket,” Prest- 
dent Charles A. Peabody. Second Vice Presi- 
dent George T. Dexter, and Superintendent 
of Foreign Agencies H nry. E. Duncanofthe 
Mutual Life addressed Albert 8. Bard, coun- 
pel for the promoters of the fusion ticket, to- 
day. Mr. Peabody said that the question of 
his acceptance must depend upon the char- 
acter and purpose of those who brought about 
his nomination. When advised as to the per- 
sonality and purpose of the movers he would 
reply as to his acceptance. 

The two other officers of the Mutualbstated 
that the bylawe of the Mutual Life would 
prevent them serving if elected trustees,
